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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1-3,5-6,9 ,19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Porte et al for the reasons set forth in paper no.5 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Applicant argues that the filaments of Porte et al are not emplaced such that the 
edges of the dampening cloth are disposed facing the filaments 16 to ensure the 
securement of the edges of parallel strips with an adjacent strip containing a 
thermoplastic, etc. as recited in claim 1 . However, this is not true. First of all Porte et al 
clearly state that the winding of the clothe may include plural strips being wound , so 
there are plural strips with edges parallel to one another as shown in figure 8A for 
example. When the filaments 16 are wound onto the parallel strips it is inherent that 
they will come into contact with some of the edges of the strips . Regarding claim 6, the 
filaments are separated form one another. 
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Claim R j ctions - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Porte et al for the reasons set forth in paper no. 5. 

Applicant only argues this rejection insofar as it depends from claim 1, which 
argument has been answered in the above rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4,7-8 and 13-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
